Left school 1917 and joined the 
Army. Served two years and on 
demobilization returned to music as 
a career. Study in Sheffield, Paris 
(Normal School of Music, London, 
(Royal College of Music - Chappel 
Gold Medallist for 1924). Concert and 
examination work during this period. 
During this war obtained leave of 
absence from Guildhall School and 
volunteered in 1941 for work on 
munitions, being over military age. 
Worked in several factories until 1943 
when C.E.M.A. (now Arts Council of 
Great Britain) was rapidly develop¬ 
ing. Left the lathe and returned to 
the keyboard, still largely playing to munition workers. Lectured also on 
music to the Army, Navy and Air Force under their Education Departments. 
Succeeded Sidney Harrison as Music Adviser to the Regional Committee for 
Army Education. Adjudicator at most of the big Festivals during the war 
and after. Lecturer in music London University Tutorial Classes Committee. 
Mr. Fisher adjudicated at the 1947 Saskatoon Festival.

First class certificates will be awarded to the competitors obtaining a 
percentage of 85% or over. 

Second class certificates will be awarded to competitors obtaining a 
percentage of 75% or over. 

In competitions where there is only one entry no award will be made 
unless the competitor receives 75% or over of the full number of marks 
possible. 

If 85% or over is obtained a full certificate will be awarded. 

The adjudicator shall have discretionary power to stop any performance 
at any time and/or instruct the omission of repeats. 

The chord may be given at the commencement of each piece of un¬ 
accompanied music. 

In string classes lower than Grade C competitors may have their 
instruments tuned by a teacher or other person. 

The hour alloted for each competition is only approximate and may be 
advanced through withdrawals in other competitions or other unforseen 
circumstances.
